Begtnniqg In earliest childhood, youngsters ere convinced that that/ fathers 
arc somehow superior-persons, who rule the household, provide the livelihood, 
venture out Into the world, and have more desirable existences than the 
mothers. A girl Is dally subjected to the argument that girls are Mas capable 
than boys, and are suitable only for unessential activities. 

"And so." says Dr. Adler, "the obvious advantages of being a man have 
caused severe disturbances in the psychic development of women, until now 
there Is almost s universal dissatisfaction with the feminine role." 

GIRLS WILL BE BOYS! 

S URVEYS conducted in girls' schools by the psychologists have revealed 
that at least 40 per cent of the pupils wanted to be boya. Dr. Adler 
pointed out. . 

"Men dress to please women, and that is natural." he said. "Women are 
educated to be attractive to men. In clothbe and manners. That is natural. r 
too. but many an intelligent girl rebels against this Idea of developing her 
life to please men. ao she makes s brave outward bid for equality by trying to 
act like a man. 

"The only solution Is to teach girls and women that they are in the c 
ascendency, and that their equality Is already an accomplished fact.'* t

S OOKB RIVER In IU lower raechee la very quiet 
and peaceful them mild misty days. Above the 
flooded flats where the river contracts th# wstfr 
Is a charming shade of green through Which the 
very pebbles and boulders of the bottom are 
transfigured. Still further up the river tumbles 
over rapids with a merry clatter, and finally at 
the falls ths wildest part of Its course Is reached 
by the visitor. Henceforth It IP a succession of 
narrow canyons, fantastically carved and drilled 
barriers of rock, and occasional pools of quiet ^ 
water Overhead rise the bills, woodod about the 
base hut precipitously rooky and barren above. 
Yet not wholly barren are they when spring come* 
and every smallest terrace to sprinkled with 
flowen^and every crevice and hollow la rich In 
ferns- Ftr. ced ar, hemlock, lodgepcde mud white 
• pine, crowd the valley, and even the cypress or 
yellow cedar. rare indeed at thle altitude eo far 
south, roots Itself occasionally In the slaty gravel 
on the river's flood terrace. 

It was up in this wna«T region that I went the 
other day with Barnes and laeton, two old com- 
s panions of the woods and hills, and Dunn. A 
light dr t a xiing rain fell, but it did not hide the 


snowy hill-tops some hundreds of feet above ue. 
Down by the river's side we went where the rocks 
•re worn and slippery. Here to a serlM of pot¬ 
holes new to me. And. If less noted than the 
Devil's Holes further down, are at lean equally 
interesting. All pot-hole# arp means by which a 
river cute Itb way through solid rock. Sometimes 
the work to don# directly, but in many Instances 
this water-boring is the principal factor in the 
work. Just as a woodworker may simplify the 
business of cutting out the interior of a block by 
first boring holes with an auger and then re¬ 
moving the weakened wood, so a f river by thus 
honeycombing th# rock makes easy work of the 
removal of the Intervening masses. In s simitar 
way the erosive power of the sea on a rocky shore 
to expedited by the service* of boring animals that 
break down the strength of the rock which they 
inhabit. . Various species of plddock and other 
shell-bearers, sea-urchins and worms all do their 
part in thiy marine honeycombing. The river, 
however, ^woi-gs by itself, using sand, gravel and 
boulders as 1U tools.

dance on the Sooke. The photographs are of pot¬ 
holes on ths River Croe. which flows through the 
Pass of Olsncroe in Argyllshire, mrt to be con¬ 
founded with Qlenooe further north. The writer 
of the accompanying note states that "pot-holes 
are everywhere and the containing walla have 
been worn Into smooth, semi-circular embsyments 
by the action of the water.

•way. Names like "Devira Mlir and “Cauldron

On the rocks high Above the stream—which Is 
at present comparatively low—are man? pot-hole* 
formed m days when the river had not cut its 


bo deeply into Its pressnt channel. The 
presence of quite angular stones in some of these 
cavities shows that the force of the river in flood 
when it overflows the upper rocks is sufficient to 
jweejf the holes clear of tjhetf content# although 
U lacks at that height the power to deepen them. 


A LTHOUQH the spring and summer flora of the 
A sooke to at present for the most part out of 
sight, there le an sbundsnce of mosses sod lichens 
to delight the rambler whether botanist or arttot 
Tbe lichens are very striking because several 
species are very pale or even silvery In color, and 
thus contrast' strongly with ths dark rock and the 
various greens of the moeees. On# of these pale 
lichens U the reindeer mow which we have known 
since childhood as the food of the great reindeer 
herds of the Lapps. It Is not a "mow." but • 
lichen, one of those dual plants that unite tbe 
properties and the indlvlduallttoa of a fubgue and

northern winter that the reindeer, the "cariboo" 

I of North America, has rssOrt to this lichen, which 
: must needs bq^duc up frooLDndsr the snow. The 
antmarieems W have ah'laAlnctlve knowledge ^ 
Ita presence though out of sight; perhaps it recog¬ 
nizes it bj Its odor, faint as It to to us. At any 
rale when the spot Is selected It proceeds to paw 
away the snow with Its forefeet until theSDcben is 
1 reached. Lichens are rather dry and unappetising 


to man. buTI have heard of Hudson’s Bay men 
supporting life on them for some time. 

Reindeer mow. or Cladonia rang!ferine as it to 
botanically called, to not unlike an ordinary leaf- 
lew flowering, plant, only without conspicuous 
green coloring. Xu stems grow upright and are 
branched, the branches stain dividing. At the 
tips ot the final subdivisions may 'be seen the 
little dark spots which are the fruiting or- spore 
bodies. It Is a lover of bare exposed rocks, where 
It Often grows Tn such sl^indance as to impart a 
distinct whltensw to the landscape. Other cla- 
donlas grow plentifully on these upper rocks, some 
with eups of brilliant scarlet, others with sober 
brown ones. Among them may be often seen 
clusters of the thread-like beard-mom blown 
down from the trees where it grows in profusion 
The mosses are everywhere from the rocks by the 
river's side to the heart of the woods, and in the 
meet varied shades of green The distinctions in 
color are often due to the individual peculiarity# 
of tb» wow-plant'a form, tbe nu mbs?, length, ex- 
panslon, and so on, of the *'liiTI? > itrtRling the 
light variously; but there are distinct sbRdes of 
green se well, end even a deep crimson brown.

Wi£h. Breakers Six to Ei^ht Feet Hi^h, Pacific Rolls In At Jordan; 
Connell Finds Beauty and Interest in Winter Evergreens and Ruby Sands

TfTHATBVZR else may be said about our winters 
" —and a good many favorable things can be 
said—they have one outstanding if negative vir¬ 
tue: they are always green. Bren In the deep 
enow times that oome oc c asio n ally at long Inter¬ 
vale of twenty yean or so the forests retain their 
verdancy, and although every year sees them ln 
alow retreat from the city, they still form the irre¬ 
pressible background and indeed the main feature 
•11 our scenery. While a very great part of 
Canada lisa hurled beneath kjnahUg of enow for 
months, its white unbroken for hundreds of miles 
except for the grey tracery of leafless poplars, the 
Paclfie eoaet wears Ha accustomed livery of the 
northern rain forest. Overhead firs* hemlock*, 
cedars, pines, make a roof of checkered green, 
while thickets of ealal ring with their bright and 
shining green the forest's edge or creep in to the 
cover of 1U lighter parte. The arbutus shows a 
redder bark than ever beneath its crown of emer¬ 
ald leaves, whose change le succession rather than 
mere fall. Sven the maple raise* above the decay 
of test summer's leaves Its mossy trunk and 
mchee thickly curtained with the pendent 
fronds of the winter licorice-fern, ae with a second 
foliage. There is eeareely a day in any but Che 
rarest winters that the botanist cannot find in 
lowland forest or meadow abundant material for 
hie enjoyment in a wealth of evergreen perennials, 
shrubs or herbs, end of* non-flowering plants from 
algae, funguses and lichens to liverworts, ferns 
and club-mosses. 


COULD eeareely help such thoughts as these as 
X accompanied the other day my friends Fraser 
and Hobson to the country beyond Jordan River. 
Under the sunny sky of ths earlier part of the day 
It wm hardly conceivable for miles, ae one looked 
out from the cosy comfort of the ear, that it wm 
noT spring or even summer, had it not been for 
the patches of snow on the summits of the loftier 
Mils or the soft warm brown of the dead bracken 
and ealmonberry thickets, or a dark hedge of bare 
alders. Xn the eretgreen huckleberry country the 
leave# of thjs charming shrub were fresh as ever, 
but its branches were tipped with rosy red. a color 
that also heightened the leafless wHteberry. Fur¬ 
ther —set evidences of the recent hard frosts ap- 
But next the cliff and behind us the glacial drift 
le hollowed out, largely if not wholly by ite own 


peared ln the lee and Icicles of frornn ground- 
water ln the clay cuttings along the roadside. 

1 Beyond the Olacier Point where the road fol¬ 
lows the edge of the cliffs we saw the waves 
breaking on the rugged black rocks that form so 
strikingly picturesque a feature of this part of tih® 
coast, a feature only to be fully appreciated by the 
rambler along the shore at lqpr tide, where he may 
Indulge in what may be called "horizontal moun¬ 
taineering" among the pr o tru ding 4 o n j w se at 
basalt and the succession of fallen blocks with 
their grotesque shapes. At Sandstone Creek, 
thanks to the removal of the fallen timber that 
once blocked It above the bridge, we looked up 
the east arm to the pie tty little waterfall, but the., 
rush of water that carried off the' logs also tore 
#way the black currant bushes that veiled without 
wholly concealing It and added greatly to the 
chgmi' bf the amphitheatre. At Jordan River 
village we saw one of the effects of the peat 
storms in the bites the waves bad Uken out of 
the roadway inside the timbered sea-wall. 


L EAVING the car we walked a mile os so along 
the road to MacVlcar Creek, where a trail leads 
down through the forest to the sea. It Is a typical 
forest path, now running along fallen trees or 
over them with footholds cut by the axe. now 
. winding among the standing giants or penetrating 
the thickets of sslmonberry or sale), honorable 
representatives of West Coast vegetation. The 
sound of the waves comes up through the forest 
louder louder as we go down, until at last 
a final sharp descent brings us to ths shore. No 
wonder we have heard the sound of Wive*. We 
are looking on a comparatively calm sea. but as It 
approaches the land the water heaps up and 
finally overtops in great roller* six to eight feet 
high that break with a crashing roar on the sands 
and send frothing sheets ter up them. In the 
sunshine the characteristic clear green of salt 
water is seen at the crest of the roller Me It turns 
over to break Into snowy foam. There is fine 
■pray in the air and the wholesome bracing tang 
of the ocean, and there Is the delight that always 
comes fsom the spectacle cf great masses of fall¬ 
ing. foaming water._ -_ 

Let u* see where we are. It Is barely a bey or 
cove, though obviously It is one in the making. 
For to the west close to whew we stand on our 
arrival on the beach basaltic rocks predominate, 
while away to the east Is a basaltic headland. 
Between te • cliff of b f own sandstone and con¬ 
glomerate. and on thle erosion te making Its alow 
but ceaseless impression, grinding down the face, 
inherent weakness under the stresses of rain and 
frost. The beach te composed of a fine sand 


which seems to have been recently heaped up be¬ 
yond its usual level by the heavy sea*.

* 8 THE TIDE ts coming in. Fraser, who knows 
the place well, takes us first to see the large 
cave on the west. As I have said/ the rocks here 
are chiefly basalt, and at first sight It seems m IX . 
the bands of sandstone ahd conglomerate are rest¬ 
ing on th# basaltic bed-rock. But a closer exam¬ 
ination shows that the supposed bed-rock la in 
mellty made up of enormous blocks of basalt 
which are embedded ln the finer conglomerate. 
One of these blocks, larger anc* loftier than a fair-

It is a mass of basalt 
black m night, but with Its seaward surfaces 
polished by the water-borne send and gleaming 
ln the sunshine, while ite more protected shore¬ 
ward aide reveals still the original rude flow- 
structure etched by the weather. It stands about 
half-way between tides with sea pool* about its 
foot, where shell animals move slowly and the red 
seaweeds lift their fronds in the shadowed given 
water. 

The cave la larger than any of those thet occur 
to the east. It te about seven or eight lent high 
with a floor apace of 400 Ot SOO feet. Atesnall 
pillar of rock divides the entrance. The most 
remarkable feature about it te the presence, ot 
large boulders of basalt set in the sandy paste of 
the roof, some of them projecting downwards from 
It m if ready to fall.

A little further we come to the aedlmfnUry 
rock again, but hers It te a high cliff of sandstone 
and liner conglomerate, with rows pi thoae ban¬ 
nock-shaped concretions which arrround in.both 
Metchoein and Nanaimo rocks. The cliff te worn 
by the sea to such smoothness as sandstones are 
capable of receiving, and te more or leas wall-like 
except that in one pja^a a amall shallow cava or 
races* has been cpit out. a beginning of larger 
things, with n^thick protruding band above. 
Fraser called..my attention to a curious feature of 
the cliff a little further on. Bear Creek oomes 
tumbling down from the summit of the cliff to 
thsheacb. It has cut a deep notch with a basln- 
Uke cavity below, from which it again (site. Now 
the curious thing te that instead of the cliff 
being more or leas hollowed out from top to

veritable, bit of old shore-line m it existed some 
30,000.000 years ago. The result of this excava¬ 
tion by the wavs* along the contact is a small 
squarish cove.

Meantime we 
can eee In the south a distant curtain of vapor 
that presages ram before long. The Washington 
coast Ites stretched out before us as far a* Capa 
flattery, and Clallam Peninsula rises dark blue 
agatet the grey of the more distant mountains.

A notable occurrence' 1s la a cut¬ 
ting close to the High School. A few ytafi ago 1 
found a qhxntltr of 'gmrriet sand In the bed of ‘ 
the Jordan Just below tbe dam at Camp 6. At* 
the time X thought It might have been derived 
from the break-up of schist boulders of erratic 
origin ln the bed of the stream and tha subse¬ 
quent concentration of th# garnets. However. It 
may be that they were derived from the same 
general source as those of our little Garnet Beach. 

It is possible that both garnets and magnetite are 
derived from some of the schists of the Leech 
River formation. 

A peculiarity of Oarnet Beach te the compara¬ 
tive absence of animal life and even of seaweeds. 

A few living shells were aeeen and a few dead 
ones, chiefly the-UD-called "hard clams” or tapes¬ 
try-shells. Seaweeds seemed confined to two or 
three kinds of red ones of the bushier kind, with 
some washed-up fragments of brown species. The 
reason te to be found in tbe constant movement# 
produced by the sea ln tbe sand with the two 
results of scouring and of smothering, both condi¬ 
tions not peculiarly favorable to life of any kind 
unless very specially adapted.
